BITS OF IXFOIIMATIOX. 

NicoTTXE is BO named f r. >m Jean 
Nicot, lord of Villcmain, who purchased 
■ome tobacco at Lisbon in 1560, intro- 
duced it into France, and lia l the honor 
of fixing his name on tbe nlant. Our 
word tobacco is from the Indian tdbaco^ 
the tube used bv tli<' Indians for inhal- 
ing the smoke, which by them is called 
petuni or eoliiha. 

The origin of the phrase, 'Tef^ro 
you could sav Jack Robin-on/* is thus 
c xpliiiiieil : (rr* >ie says it originated 
from a \orj voluble gentleman of that 
ajjpellation, who iiould call on his neigh- 
bors and be jr^'n*' 1m ioir liis name could 
be annoniift tl.

The fruit, falling f ''om sMc-h a pr.at 
height, IS liartl and heavy en to 
aeverely hurt any one coming \vnl;iu its 
ran<,v. To avoid this danger tlie natives 
of LJraz'l, (hiring the nut harve.-t, cover 
their h* :ids and bliuulderb with a strong 
wooden buckler. 

The epithet ** turn-coat" had its 

origin in Sax'»ry. Tlie dominions of 
the Duke oi baxony being between 
France and Savoy, one of the early 
Dukes liit upon th<» devir'e of a coat of 
blue on one side and white on the other. 
When he wislied to be thought in tlio 
Spanish interest, ho wore the out- 
8iile ; wlit ii he wislied to he oonsidored 
on the side of the French, he wore the 
white on the outside. From this he was 
called Emanuel Turncoat."

Few hosts can find time to gossip ; the 
excitenitMit of a stag^^-coa^di arrival is no 
more, and a poet might travel a thous- 
and leagues without meeting a romantic 
** maid of tlu* inn," sneli as Soathey Iiaa 
imm( rtaliz 'd. Jt>llily, fit id'^ni andei'ni- 
fort are no longer inevitably a^-soeiuted 
with the name ; the world has become a 
vast procession that sconis to linger on 
its route. Thanks, however, to tlie con- 
servative f»pell of literature, we can yet 
appreciate, in imagination, at least, the 
good, old English inn, indeed, it is 
quite impossible to imagine what British 
authors would have done without the 
solace acd inspiration of tlu^ inn.

Washington', ^Liy 5. — Secretary Chand- 
ler received to-ni^iit the following telegram 
from Engineer Melville: 

Irkutsk,, May 5, 1882. 

" Sbcrxtary of tm Navy, Washington, 
D. C, U. S. A,: At Lena Delta, ^Lirch 24, 
1882, found DelouK and party dead. Found 
all the papers and books. \¥ill continue 
the search for Chipp. Mklvim.e." 

Irktusk, May 5— Morning — The follow- 
ing dispatclies have just been received 
here by special courier from Jackson, Her- 
ald correspondent, on his way nortli to the 
mouth of the Lena: 

"Kem'k.vc H, in the District of Verch- 
naransk, April, 10, 1SS2. — A rumor is cur- 
rent among the Tungas natives that five 
men have been found by the Tungus at 
theuK/uth of the Lena. They describe one 
as wearing a y;old-faced uuifona. Noros 
tells me captain DeLong wore hisniniform 
coat uuiler his ulster at the time of the 
landing. I give this as a rumor, but it is 
remarkable that news speads among the 
Tinjrus with great speed."

Forestry Statistics, 

In some cantons of Switz Tlaiid there 
iu a law forbidding the dcBtractioD of a 
tree without plautiiig another to take its 
place. This law is an ontgrowth of 
neorssity. It 1ms been scientilically 
di monstrated that the increase iu violent 
fitorms^ innndationi, and landslides in 
S^vil/. rland, R'\att(»riii;2; dt^ith nnd de- 
Ktruwtiou on all sidefi, is due to deforest- 
ing the UK»nntMin«. 

Gra Inally the timber hos disii]»iv^ared 
niitil httlc roniaiiis, except on tlie high 
nlojieH (tf tlie mountaiuSy and that little 
in of inferior wm and qu dity. Unless 
the proct^sf? is ane -tt'd, the mountains of 
Switz rliind will vrfS«Mit as bald an ap- 
pearanie as those A1])S wliich divide 
France from Italy; and nothing more 
<h*soi;it" a^id dreary outsiile tl'O ste})pe8 
of Aj?»ia, or the desert of Atrica, prebeuts 
itself to the eye of the traveler. 

Switzerland, compared with the area 
ot the T^)ited St iten, is but a speck, but 
if we have more aorea^J;e and wider 
stretches of timbered londH, we are also 
consuming th(^m nion* rai»i lly. 

A glance at the series of forestry bulle- 
tins iSHTied by the Census Bureau is suffi- 
cient to alarm one for the future timber 
supplii-s the United Sratfs. The 
maps show the origiind extent of the 
ioreist lands and the area de* 
nudtd by tlu^ rcmTseless ax of 
the lumberman. Take Michigan, the 
great pine State of the Xorthwest More 
than three-fourthh of tlie laid, including 
ihv upper peninsula, lias been stripped 
of its timber, A tow statistics will show 
that the amount of white pine remaining 
on the Snginaw and its tiibnt:iru\s, and 
in the basins ot streams llowing into 
Lakes Huron and Mi^diigan, is estimated 
nt 29,000,000,000 feet, hoard lUis-isure. 
In the ^sinc:le y<\ir eiulinp; Avith 31ay, 
18d0, 4,008,773,001) fnet were cut. At 
this rate the supply will be exhausted in 
less than eight years. Of the same tim- 
ber on the peninsula tlu re were 6,000,- 
000,000 remaining, in round numbers, 
and of this 828,438,000 feet cut in one 
year. From Menominee and Delta 
counticb the merchantable pine, savs the 
Bulletin, has been almost entirely re- 
moved. The destruction of the hard 
woods had been on the same exhaustive 
scale. 

The maps fehow that along every navi- 
pabK' strt^ain, and on the riv(Ts of the 
lakes, the timlier has all been. cut away, 
and each year the lumbermen have to 
go back further into the interior for their 
suf^lies, and the cost is incrmsod by 
the gteak^r dillicuity iu getting the tim- 
ber to market 

Wisconsin has only 6,100,000,000 feet 
remaiuing of white pine. In the census 
vear 540/Jy7,000 feet were cut. How 
long before Wisconsin will cease to 
furnish a8upi>lv of this valuable timber? 
She has stUl ^3,840,000 acres of hard 
wood forest ; but the ravages in that are 
hardly less than in the pin(^ lands. 

Mhinesota still has 17,2()0,0(K),000 feet 
of pine, and some 0,775,000,000 of mixed 
pine and hard wood to boast of, but the 
rut during the census year was 115,777,- 
000 feet, and each year as the tiupplies 
in Wisconsin and Miohigan dwindle the 
demand upon Minnesotrs resouroes will 
increase. 

In short, unless something is done to 
encourage the replanting of forests of 
pine and hard w<?od it will \u>t ]»e tw(*iity 
years before there will be a timber 
famine, in the land, with prices so ex- 
travagant as fo put an end to building in 
wood and to the use of wood ns fuel. 

We need not dwell on the ell'ect of de- 
forestry on climate and temperature. 
This has boon rei'eat'vdly done in these 
columns. It is the uuiversal testimony 
of mankind that it results in diminution 
of rainfall, and the dwindling away of 
creeks and navigabh* streams, and an in- 
crease in sudden and devastating storms

llory of the old world before us, and 
if we do not profit by the warning ex- 
amule we deserve to be punished for
